Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The main reason for 
allowance of claims 1-3, 5, 7-9 is that the prior art does not show or make obvious a torsion 
module of a torque detection device for a steering system of a motor vehicle as shown in claim 1 . 
Applicant discloses a torsion module comprising first and second rings which are attached to a 
rim to rotate with the rim relative to the hub in which the rings are indirectly connected to the 
hub by the rim and include projections which form axially separated limit stops for enclosing 
bending-resistant limit stop spokes in order to prevent axial movement between the hub and the 
rim. This limitation in combinations with other limitations of the claims renders this case 
allowable.
